The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,10 
and 1 1 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach 
the recited refrigerator arranged in a refrigerant flow path on an upstream side of both of 
said superconducting cables of said first and second circuits, said flow path of said first 
and second circuits being connected to each other on the upstream side of said 
refrigerators, and said flow path of said first and second circuits being connected to 
each other on a downstream side of said superconducting cable. 
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The closest prior art of record JP 2001-202837 A to Hirose et al and US 3, 
646,243 to Graneau et al combindly disclose the claimed invention substantially accept 
the above disclosed features.
